However, if this were true, it would 
have m ade L uke a disciple before the Re­ 
surrection ut Jesus and before the conver­ 
sion et Paul. 
It seems more probable that Luke be­ 
came a Christian through Paul, and it is 
possible that his education and training as 
a physician may have been at Paul’s for­ 
mer city of Tarsus. 
What is certain, apart from all conjec­ 
ture, is the place that Luke occuplies in 
preserving for all time the most complete 
record of the Gospel story. 
He has given the world the life and woik 
of Jesus, 
from the manger in Bethlehem 
to the Cross and the Resurrection; 
and 
with this also, the vivid story 
of 
how 
Christianity spread from Jerusalem to An­ 
tioch and to Europe.

WASHINGTON—Three years ago if any­ 
one had told Senate old-timers that two 
freshman senators, Kerr of Oklahoma and 
K efauver of Tennessee, wrould be battling 
it out for the Presidency in 1952, th e pre­ 
diction would have been called ridiculous. 
Yet that’s exactly what is happening in 
Nebraska next Tuesday. Furtherm ore, in 
view of the need of new blood in the Deb- 
ocratic party, ifs a healthy development. 
And since the senator from Tennessee has 
been more publicized than the senator from 
Oklahoma, here is a bird’s-eye view of the 
likable, Bibie-pounding Bob K err who now 
aspires to the Presidency 
of the 
United 
States. 
Senator K en combine# a num ber of rare 
attributes. He is at one and the same time 
the most gious, one of the most powerful, 
the most genial, and probably the w ealthi­ 
est members of the United States Senate. 
He also has a lot of courage—though some 
people call it gall. 
Whether you agree with Bob K err or 
not, you can’t help liking him. You also 
have to respect his piety. The fact that he 
teaches a Baptist Sunday School is not 
mere windowr-dressing. He takes his re­ 
ligion seriously. He also takes prohibition 
seriously, and is one of the few senators 
who never serves alcoholic beverages at his 
table. 
UNETHICAL CONDUCT 
But though religion also implies high 
ethical 
standards, 
the 
Sunday 
School­ 
teaching senator from Oklahoma has braz­ 
enly flouted the Senate’s standards of eth­ 
ics and good conduct. 
Senate Rule 12 was set up by senators in 
order to disqualify any member who has a 
direct pecuniary interest in a piece of legis­ 
lation. Though the rule is not compulsory, 
precedent has m ade it customary. And, ac­ 
cording to the Senate parliamentarian, 
it 
has been followed consistently for many 
years. Thus, Sen. W arren Austin of Ver­ 
mont, now’ am bassador to the United Na­ 
tions, disqualified himself from voting on a 
talc bill because he had investments in 
talc. 
Senator 
Kerr, on the other hand, not 
only introduced the Kerr bill which would 
have had the effect of increasing the price 
of natural gas carried in interstate pipe­ 
lines, but became its No. I lobbyist. 
He 
buttonholed senators, urged, cajoled and 
demanded that they vote for a bill wrhich 
stood to make his company several hun­ 
dred thousand dollars. 
Finally, after the bill was vetoed by his 
friend, the President, Kerr and the attor­ 
ney 
for 
Phillips 
Petroleum, 
ex-W hite 
House Counsel Clark Clifford, m anaged to 
lobby a ruling through the Federal Power 
Commission wrhich accomplished the same 
price-hiking ends as the Kerr bill. 
KERR’S WEALTH 
Yet the senator from Oklahoma had sev­ 
eral million dollars of pecuniary interest 
directly tied up in his bill to remove the 
Federal Power Commission’s control over 
the price of natural gas. 
K err owns oil and gas lands valued at a 
total of around one hundred million dol­ 
lars. On this, he and his partner, w'ho op­ 
erate the Kerr-M cG ee Oil Industries Co., 
officially reported a 1949 gross income of 
$14,930,150 with a net income of $1,218,- 
627 Iii 1948, their gross income of $14,930,- 
150 with a net income of $1,218,627. 
In 
1948, their gross income was $12,538,058, 
011 which was paid an income tax of only 
$29,053—due to the generous oil depletion 
benefits given the oil companies under the 
federal tax laws. 
K e rr’s 
company 
also has at least four 
contracts to sell natural gas in interstate 
commerce, 
thus immediately benefitting 
from the law he battled through Congress. 
One is with Texas Gas Transmission Co., 
one with Southern Natural Gas, one with 
Trunkline Gas Supply, and one with El 
Paso Natural Gas. 
These records are all# on file with the 
Federal Power commission. 
Yet 
during 
Senate deoate, none of his colleagues chal­ 
lenged the .senator from Oklahoma regard­ 
ing the ethics of his conduct in lobbying 
for a bill which m eant a small fortune to 
his company, and which would cost north­ 
ern housewives an estimated $506,000,000 
a year in increased gas bills. 
K err shook his finger under colleagues’ 
noses, demanded that they vote “right,” 
and made himsell something of a nuisance; 
yet none 01 them asked why he did not 
abide by Senate Rule 12 and abstain from 
voting for his own pocketbook.

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What In The World? 


By L. EARLE DAVIDSON 
BELGRADE, Yugoslavia—Mar­ 
shal Tito, one of the world’s most 
controversial 
figures, 
p a s s e d 
through the fire 
of 
a 
typical 
American press conference during 
which no holds were barred. Al­ 
though he has been interviewed 
many times before, his conference 
with our group of 50 editors was 
the first time in all his experience 
that he underwent rapid fire ques­ 
tioning and gave off - the - cuff 
answers. It was also the first time 
that pictures were taken indis­ 
criminately during the conference 
and on-the-spot recordings made 
of significant questions and ans­ 
wers. 
Actually Tito is an old smooth­ 
ie. Although he holds a firm hand 
over both his government and his 
people, Tito is both gracious and 
hospitable as a host. 
During our 
one and a half hour conference 
with the communist dictator, he 
laughed and parried questions in 
a manner reminiscent of the days 
of Franklin D. Roosevelt. 
We interviewed the marshal in 
his famous White Palace here in 
Belgrade, which is located in the 
hills about three miles Trom the 
center of town. 
As we entered 
the palace, attendants took our 
coats and hats in the outer foyer 
and dashed off into little rooms on 
either side to hang them up. Mov­ 
ing on into another large room, 
we were greeted by various Eng­ 
lish speaking members of Tito’s 
staff, all of whom were young 
and well dressed. 
One of them, 
a girl who was born in the United 
States of Yugoslavian parents and 
who spent the first 18 years of 
her life there, was his personal 
secretary and interpreter. 
She 
spoke perfect English. 
“Tiger” Is Official Greeter— 
From another room, still further 
inside the palace, we heard the 
gutteral bark of a dog. 
It was 
“Tiger,” 
the 
year-old 
German 
wolfhound who never lets Tito out 
of his sight. 
Then we met the man who is 
hated by the Russians and their 
Balkan satellites more than any 
other individual in the world. In 
that moment 
of 
first 
meeting, 
everyone in our party was sur­ 
prised completely. 
We had ex­ 
pected a man of stern features. 
We even envisioned him in that 
green-gray uniform 
with 
large 
flat shoulder insignia and high, 
gold braided military collar. That 
was the way he was pictured in 
every hotel lobby and store we 
had seen since being in Belgrade. 
Instead, we were met by a man 
with smiling countenance, wavy 
steel-gray hair, 
and 
with 
his 
chort, well-proportioned body im­ 
maculately dressed in an extrem e­ 
ly fashionable, dark blue, double- 
breasted suit. 
He looked for all 
the world like one of those “men 
of distinction” we see so often in 
the national magazine advertising 
at home. 
He wore a large dia­ 
mond ring, black cuff links, and 
used one of those funny little 
cigaret holders that look like a 
pipe, from which the cigaret sticks 
straight up. 
Instead of standing and shaking 
hands with each of us as we pass­ 
ed, Tito stepped into the center 
of the group and edged his way 
along, meeting each of us person­ 
ally. 
He then invited us to step 
into the 
big 
conference 
room, 
where he took his place at the 
head of the table and after a few 
words of greeting, invited us to 
fire away. 


There are many problems—The 
first question was with respect to 
how long the marshal thought it 
would take Yugoslavia to recover 
from the effects of World War II 
and the civil strife which fol­ 
lowed. Tito said he could not tell 
how long it would require to heal 
the wounds of war. He said every­ 
thing possible was being done and 
that his people were grateful for 
the assistance being given them by 
the United States. 
One of the editors wanted to 
know what Tito thought was the 
reason why Russia did not attack 
before the west was prepared, the 
inference being that, if an attack 
by the Soviet was really being 
planned, why should Russia wait 
until the western nations wore 
ready to meet such an act of ag­ 
gression. 
Tito said 
he 
frankly 
didn’t know, unless it was be­ 
cause Russia, too, had many prob­ 
lems, such as proper management 
of her industries. He said he felt 
certain, however, that as long as 
good will between Russia and tlje 
' west did not exist, the danger of 
attack would be present. 
“Aggression is not 
a 
popular 
thing,” he added. “That was prov­ 
ed during the last war# I believe 
that is why they have not attack­ 
ed so far. 
But we know that if 
Russia can get something easily, 
she will do so. 
Therefore, I be­ 
lieve the rest of the world should 
arm to preserve peace. Any war 
would be a catastrophe to man­ 
kind.” In passing, the marshal said 
it might well be that the people 
of Russia had not been psycholo­ 
gically prepared for war.

When we asked Tito w hy Yugo­ 
slavia had not sent even a token 
force to help the United Nations 
in Korea, he said the sending of 
such a force would hurt Yugo­ 
slavia too much in her own rela­ 
tions with the nations around her. 
Then someone wanted to know 
whether Tito thought there would 


be any difference in the world 
situation if Russia were still gov­ 
erned by a czar, He replied that 
in his opinion there would be no 
difference as far as Russia’s for­ 
eign policy was concerned. 
Tito said the 
satellite 
nations 
wrere securing more 
and 
more 
m ilitary equipment from the So­ 
viet Union and that recent deliv­ 
eries included more modern wea­ 
pons, including jet fighter planes. 
He said Yugoslavia did not have 
the military equipment it needed, 
but that he was satisfied the Unit­ 
ed States was doing everything 
under the circumstances to pro­ 
vide what it could. Certain kinds 
of weapons, wrhich 
he 
did 
not 
specifically enumerate, were very 
badly needed, he said. He under­ 
stood that America 
had 
budget 
restrictions, he declared, and that 
Atlantic Pact countries probably 
had first call on available arm a­ 
ment. 
He reminded us, however, that 
Yugoslavia’s 
personal 
contribu­ 
tion to the military effort was per­ 
haps the greatest' of all nations 
committed to the western group. 
He said that not long ago he had 
read where it cost $200,000,000 to 
oppose Russian aggression. 
“We 
have several dozen divisions,” he 
said, “and we are very grateful 
for any assistance America can 
give us.

Letter of the law—When some 
of the editors 
challenged 
Tito’s 
treatm ent of Catholic priests, the 
marshal tried to draw a parallel 
between the Yugoslav and Amer­ 
ican constitutional provisions re­ 
garding separation of church and 
state. 
“Our policy has not changed,” 
he said. “Those who complain do 
so merely because we are applying 
the 
letter 
of 
the 
constitution. 
There has been no deviation, no 
further change to the left. 
We 
permit freedom of worship. 
The 
Church can have its own schools, 
but they must be separate and 
apart from the public schools. In 
this respect we operate much the 
same as you do

Then someone shot a question 
at the marshal regarding Arch­ 
bishop Stepinac, who was recent­

Tom Brown Plants 
Trout; Thinks There 
W ill Be A Harvest 


Surrender Marker Is 
Guarded By Refugees 


LUENEBURG 
HEATH, 
Ger­ 
many— (vP) —Four East German 
refugees guard a heavy granite 
stone that marks the spot where 
German Admiral Friedeburg sur­ 
rendered to British Field Marshal 
Montgomery May 4, 1945, at tile 
close of World War II. 
The guards, all over 50, stand 
watch in six-hour shifts, at the 
site, located on top of a lonely 
hill. Originally, wooden markers 
wine erected,

were 
stolen from time to time, possibly 
by Germans who resented a re­ 
minder to their defeat.

WHITEFISH 
POINT, 
Mich.— 
(/P)—In the spring of 1947 a for­ 
ward-looking 
man 
named 
Tom 
Brown planted a crop near this 
point that juts out into Lake Sup­ 
erior in Michigan’s Upper Penin­ 
sula. 
Today he hopes that its harvest 
may mean the salvation of an im­ 
portant but dying midwestern in­ 
dustry. 
Tom Brown planted fish. With 
considerable planning and great 
care he planted 400,000 lake trout 
fry along 
the 
south 
shore 
of 
Whitefish Bay. 
He did it without 
assurance there would be a har­ 
vest. 
He still is not certain there 
is one. 
More Being Caught 
But this spring, along these same 
shores, lake trout are being caught 
in greater numbers than they’ve 
been seen in years. Brown is cau­ 
tiously optimistic. 
“If these are the same fish we 
planted,” he said, “it means a new 
lease on life for both the commer­ 
cial fisherman and the sports fish­ 
erman. Because it proves that ifs 
possible—despite the lamprey eel 
—to restock the Great Lakes with 
trout and other fish.” 
Brown talks from 
experience. 
His commercial fishing is one of I 
the largest on the lakes. In recent i 


1 years he’s seen the 
lake 
trout 
catch dwindle alarmingly due to 
“the eel”—the voracious sea lam­ 
prey that 
clamps 
its 
vacuum- 
cleaner mouth onto fish and sucks 
their blood. 
Brown has reason to think the 
fish now being caught are the har­ 
vest from the crop he planted. 
First, he points out, it is known 
that lake trout remain fairly close 
to the spawning ground until they 
weight about two pounds or more. 
The fish currently being caught 
in the area are from I xk to two 
pounds. 
Experts To Arrive 
As his next clue: 
“Salt Point (the exact area of 
the planting) has never been re­ 
garded as outstanding for trout 
fishing in the winter time. There­ 
fore, there must be a perfectly log­ 
ical reason for the fact trout, in 
large quantities, are being caught 
there. 
The reason, as I see ii, is 
the fry we planted there five j 
years ago. 
“if that is not the answer, then 
this question arises: why aren’t 
the hook and line boys catching 
trout in similar quantities any­ 
where else on the lakes?” 
Brown can’t answer that one. 
He hopes no one else can. 
He has contacted authorities of 
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the federal fish and wild life ser­ 
vice and he expects a government 
expert wall arrive soon to inspect 
the current crop. 
He believes his “harvest” will 
be proved, and that the state and 
federal governments will co-oper­ 
ate in 
an 
extensive 
replanting 
program that ’ could revive com­ 
mercial 
fishing 
on 
the 
Great 
Lakes.

(Q) “I know two girls who used to chum together. Since 
they’ve stopped chumming, one of them seems to get a great kick 
out of calling men on the telephone and pretending she’s the 
other girl. She has even gone so far as to call a married man and 
give this other girl’s name. This other girl is quiet and refined. 
I know she would never do such a thing and would be frantic 
lf she knew about it. I would like to tell her but I’m afraid it 
would start a lot of trouble.”—P. L. 
(A) You are right. Meddling into other people's affairs is almost 
sure to start a lot of trouble. And, because you would be playing the 
role of the meddler, the trouble you started would be heaped on your 
head. 
It is perfectly natural for you to resent the way this girl is be­ 
having and the possible harm it may do your friend. But. I can as­ 
sure you that she will not be able to harm your friend perm anently 
Sooner or later, one of the young men she calls will go to your 
friend and ask her about the telephone conversation. This will give 
your friend a clue as to w hat is going on and it won’t be long before 
she unravels the whole story. 
Then let her deal with it in her own way. She is the one who is 
involved and she can say or do things that you or no outsiders could 
properly do. Of course she will be “frantic” at first but that should 
not stop her from taking decisive action to put a stop to the whole 
affair. 
When it is known that she has been the innocent victim of a 
mean and childish trick, all sympathy w ill swing to her. The girl 
who has been trying to hurt your friend, perhaps out of spite or re­ 
venge for a broken friendship, will be the one who will suffer. She 
wall discover that people will turn a cold shoulder to her. 
In the meantime, keep silent about w hat you know but be on the 
lookout for a good ooening to clear your friend’s name and put the 
blame where it rightly belongs. It may be possible for you to drop 
the hint to one of the men who has been called that it was not your 
friend who was talking to him. That will start the ball rolling and 
w ill bring the whole m atter out into the open.

where the baby is, the fire safety 
authorities point out, 
reminding 
parents that they ought to be sure 
babysitters know what to do in 
case of an emergency. 
The 
National 
Board 
outlines 
those factors parents should check 
before entrusting their youngsters 
to the care of babysitters: 
1. Give your sitter the telephone 
num ber of the fire department, 
your family doctor and a number 
where you can be reached. 
Tell 
l ei also what neighbor she can 
tall on in any difficult. 
2. II there is no phone, show her 
how to notify the fire departm ent 
in case of a fire. 
3. Caution her not to allow the 
child lo play with matches, elec­ 
tric cords, or other electric appli­ 
ances; keep the child out of the 
kitchen, if possible. 
4. If you request her to bathe 
the youngster, be certain she has 
had experience in doing so. 
5. Leave a first aid kit with her; 
explain how to take care of simple 
burns, cuts, bruises. 
6. Be sure she understands what 
to do in a fire emergency; 
she 
should lirsl get the child out of 
the house; then call the fire de­ 
partm ent; then call you.
